A curious piece of legislation is pro¬ 
posed by the provincial government in 
, the bill providing for the sale of public 
land in order to raise nn educational 
fund. A few years ago the policy of 
selling off the public domain to specu¬ 
lator* was deliberately abandoned and 
the |sdk-y of encouraging settlement 
upon It a* deliberately substituted. 
There has l***n a general approval of 
the change, and there will he as gen¬ 
eral surprise at the action of the gov¬ 
ernment in promising to reverse the land 
policy In the Irregular way now pro¬ 
posed. If the bill become* law the old 
state Of affair* will be restored—lnnd» 
locked up in the band* of speeulstors 
aud actual settlement retarded. The 
scheme may succeed in relieving the 
government .from some of the fluancinl 
embarrassment, which its own bad 
methods of administration have brought 
on, but assuredly the prdviur© will pay 
deurlv for it if It got** through. The 
publie at least has the right to demand 
that If the land policy i* to be bo rad¬ 
ically ..*hnngrd the change shall Is* made 
in a regular way, and not by a sort of 
side wind. We do not believe the bill 
will commend itself to the people of the 
province, who have « lively recollection 
of the evil* which attended the old sys¬ 
tem of dealing with the public land.

He rigged up a little stand, on 
which be p(*ped a funnel about twelve 
inches long, which topen-d from a ub 
nmeter of five inches to three qanrtors 
of an inch at the narrow end. This fun¬ 
nel was made of iron, japanned inside 
and outside. A platen plate was then 
placed in position and the raya wero 
passed over It so as to divert the rays 
from its polished surface to the sens!-
